A Soldier’s Story leaves one feeling 
that it is a “message” film; that it has 
spouted some profound piece of wisdom 
which we should all take to heart. Unfor- 
tunately, on the same gut level as one 
feels a message’ being communicated, 
one feels somewhat empty as well, as if 
what has just been perceived is somehow 
lacking. 

Just what is the message of A 
Soldier’s Story?

The film operates on two levels, one 
concerned with the more intangible, 
abstract qualities of. the story's theme, 


and the other with leading the viewer on 


a twisting, deceptive whodunnit. 

Based on Charles Fuller’s Pulitzer Prize 
winning play, the film, according to the 
studio publicity, is meant to be an “ex- 
ploration of changing social attitudes, 
both black and white at the end of World 
War II.” The “exploration” occurs in the 
context of a racist black army ‘sergeant 
whose racism is directed not against 
whites, but against other blacks. The 
sergeant, played brilliantly by Adolph 
Caesar who created the character on 
stage, hates the stereotypical image of 
“shiftless, lazy” blacks so much, that he 
brutalises any black under his command 
whom he percelves as representing this 
stereotype. 

The sergeant’s racism results in 
tragedy, and he himself is later 
murdered. A black officer (who, as the 
movie takes great pains to point out, was 
a real rarity in 1944) is sent to investigate 


‘the killing. 


The mystery Is ref in a series of 
flashbacks which tell the audience about 
the nature of the sergeant’s relationship 


to his company andthe extent, increas- 


ingly evident throughout the film, of his 
racism, 

But the film is weak in its exploration of 
the racial question. White racism and 
bigotry is axiomatic throughout the film, 


and as such does not seem to have been : 


of great concern to the film-makers. What 


is of more concern is the way blacks dealt 
with racism within their own community, : 
and in the end all that is shown to the au- 


dience is that, yes, black FRE can be 
racist, too. 

While explicit in its dentncinton of 
racism and its espousal of racial solidarity 
as a precondition for solving anything, 
this film nevertheless skirts the issue. of 
black-white relations completely, The 
subtleties of these relations, the 
psychological cruelty and trickery of 
whites, especially in a military context, 
are scarcely mentioned, and malice and 
brutality is seen as the exclusive property 
of the black racist character. | 

As a detective story, the film works 
much better. It is a fairly riveting whodun- 
nit which, although it degenerates into 
playing a couple of cheap tricks on the 
amateur detectives in the audience, still 
manages to keep the movie functioning 
at the entertainment level. Until the very 
end, the audience can only suspect who 
the culprit actually is. Unfortunately, as is 
often the case with old-fashioned 
whodunnits, the solution is almost predic- 
table in that the criminal is, of course, the 
least likely suspect. 

Can A Soldier’s Story be recom- 
mended? If viewed asa film with a 
message or an axe to grind, it has 
minimal impact. It is preaching a muddl- 
ed message to either a converted middle 
class audience who leave the theatre say- 
ing, “Oh isn't it simply awful what they 
did to those poor people back then?,” 
or'a bigoted audience who don’t unders- 
tand the message because of its lack of 
clarity. 

But it compares favourably to an above 
average episode of Remington Steel as a 
detective story.

His view of 
the artist’s role:in today’s world is 
that of a communicator, making 
information accessible to the 
public. His message, then, is the 
media — and to drive this point 
home he has devoted an entire 
room In the exhibit to images of 


‘technology, 


Marshal McLuhan. These have - 


been distorted through techni- 
ques based on. current 
such as Paik’s 
McLuhan laser photo series. 
Paik was born in Korea, 
educated in Japan and Ger- 
many, and has been based in 
New York City since 1964. This 
background provides a crucial 


tension in his art, in which the 
confrontation between Eastern 
and Western. philosophy is a 


recurring theme. His work at 
Esperanza shows the synthesis of 
his experience and his ideas. 
Paintings incorporate 
hieroglyphics with television test 
patterns, oriental script with with 
TV dials and joysticks.
